OF these, seven’ or, eizht, 
are merely brokers, having no agents 
in the tea districts and not preparing 
any tea, From what I can learn, the leaf 
of each district has its own peculiar flavour 
and its own particular markot. 
procesa. of manufacture, ‘therefore, the 
blending of the tea is confined|to the various 
grades of leaf from {the enme district, ond 
each hong asa rile dovotes itself to the 
preparation of ‘tea for one -specinl market. 
The terchants value the tutut“tmide uf 
Ssumao at Ts. 130,000 to Tle. 140,000 por 
annum, or £20,000 to £21,000. e 

Dr Angustine Henry, the -woll-known 
authority on Chinese botany, haa found 
‘wild tea in the mountains south of the Rod 
River, and is of opinion that toa occurs 
wild in the mountainous bolt running from 
the south of the Red River through Yunnan 
to Assam, where also it has beon found in 
a wild atate. He informs me that among 
tlie numerous specimens found elsewhere 
in China, Formosa, and Japan thoro is not 
one which can‘ be considered as undoubted- 
ly from-wild trees. Faas 

Cotton.—The second great industry of 
Ssuniao is the spinning of yarn nnd weav- 
ing cloth out of cotton imported from the 
Burmese Shan States, and, to o lesser ex- 
tent, from the French Laos. Cotton ia 
brought to Ssumao either by the grower, 
or ia bought at the place of production by 
ropresentatives of the ten hongs (who also 
do businoss in cotton). The Ssumao dealers 
estimate the value of the trada in cotton 
and ita producta at_ ‘Tis. 70,000 to Tis, 
80,000 per annum. The quantities of for 
eign cotton and woollen goods imported 
last year wero insignificant, their total 
valuo amounting to Tis: 5,000.
